TRIPOLI, Libya The 

42-year rule of 
Moammar Gadhafi 
appeared on the 
verge of collapse ear- 
ly Monday, with rebel 
supporters making it 
to the same Tripoli 
square where regime 
loyalists had congregated for months. 

But in a possible indication that the fight 
is not over, celebrations in Tripoli’s Green 
Square gave way to tension Monday morn- 
ing after rebels told CNN that they’d heard 
Gadhafi army forces were heading their way 
CNN could not confirm any movement of 
Gadhafi forces. 

A large fire, meanwhile, could be seen ris- 
ing over the capital around 4 a.m. Monday 
from about 10 miles outside the city 

In an audio address broadcast just before 


midnight Sunday— his second of the day— 
Moammar Gadhafi claimed “very small 
groups of people who are collaborators with 
the imperialists” were fighting inside the 
capital. Should the rebels prevail, Gadhafi 
said NATO would not protect them and 
predicted massive bloodshed. To prevent 
such bloodshed, he said, Libyans, including 
women, should go out and fight. 

“Get out and lead, lead, lead the people to 
paradise,” he said. 

Just after midnight Sunday scores of 
raucous rebel supporters packed Green 
Square— the same place where Gadhafi loy- 
alists have congregated regularly— celebrat- 
ing, waving the rebel flag and even flashing 
the “victory” sign. 

NATO Secretary General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen said Sunday that “the Gadhafi 
regime is clearly crumbling,” and urged the 
leader to acknowledge defeat. 

After being largely free of large-scale

fighting since the conflict began six months 
ago, Tripoli was the site of intense drama, 
and significant violence, over the weekend. 

Libyan government spokesman Musa 
Ibrahim told reporters just after ii p.m. 
Sunday that some 1,300 people had been 
killed and about 5,000 wounded in fighting 
in the previous 12 hours. “{The city] is being 
turned into a hellfire,” he said. 

The spokesman denied a report from Ar- 
ab-language news network Al-Arabiya that 
Gadhafi’s guard had surrendered, calling it 
“false information.”

Don’t mess with 
this honest mayor 

Radges. They’re how Foursquare rewards 
people who play the social media game. 

They symbolize special achievements de- 
pending on the user’s habits (for example, 
checking in on a boat). 

Well, Foursquare, after the 35 badges 
you’ve bestowed upon me. I’d like to 
return the favor and award you the T-ame 
badge for not being able to handle all my 
socialmedianess. 

It seems I broke a Foursquare rule that 
Fll politely called flawed. To circumvent 
cheating, Foursquare says it can shutoff 
your ability to earn points if it senscs-dis- 
honesty— like if you check in at locations 
far from your current location or commit 
repeated walk-bys and drive-bys (when you 
check into a place you are near or see but aren’t actually at). 

People cheat all the time on Foursquare. Checking into “the back 
of this smelly cab” is not a valid venue. So imagine my surprise when I 
lost the ability to earn points just for doing what I always do: checking 
in to my current location. 

It happened Aug. 14, when I walked to Chinatown for a lychec- 
banana smoothie. 

So why is the Foursquare rule flawed? Because it’s too general. It 
assumes the worst in people and that anyone who checks in too often is 
a cheater. For me, every single check-in every day is legit. If I’m guilty of 
anything, it’s visiting too many places and being addicted to Foursquare. 

It’s not like I checked into the Great Wall of China. Or the airport 
in Beijing. I checked in at a bakery, the smoothie place and then the 
CTA station within a 15-minute span. 

It took more than 24 hours for everything to reset and return to 
normal. In the meantime, mayorships were in the balance. My Klout 
score went haywire. Foursquare was a day away from being mayor of 
my fist. I’m a Level 2 superuser, so I was hoping for a Httle compas- 
sion. I wrote to tech support and got an almost-form-letter response 
that was pretty accusatory: “If your checkins from here on out arc 
legitimate and not drive-by or walk-by this warning will usually reset 
it self within a few days.” 

Again, I didn’t cheat. Not last week. Not ever. While it’s admirable 
that the company wants to prevent cheating from ruining the game 
for the rest of us, it’s clear one set of generic rules can’t govern Four- 
square nation. Checking in around Chicago is much different than 
checking in around West Podunk, Ohio. 

Until changes are made. I’ll Hkely play it safe to stay in the game. 

No more checking into multiple venues in short periods. I’m not 
going anywhere. Foursquare. I’m too legit. Too legit to quit (hey-hey).

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IF SHOOTING FACILITIES COME TO CHICAGO, SO WILL THE LETTER OF THE LAW

Don Mastrianni is not a gun nut* He doesn't 
hunt or carry a gun on his hip, and he's never 
shot anyone* 

^In order to be in this business, you have to 
have some kind of conscience,” the gun range 
proprietor says, sitting in his office at Illinois 
Gun Works in west suburban lilmwood Park, 
lie's been explaining the record-keeping that 
takes place at the store and gun range he's 
owned for the past nine years. 

One thing soon becomes clear: To Mastri- 
anni, running a gun store within the confines 


of the law is just good business, and that’s his 
main concern. 

“It's ironic in a way that it had to be a gun 
shop,” he says of his business, noting the me- 
dia attention he's received as the debate on 
gun ownership in Chicago rages on, spurred 
by recent court rulings and legislation. “Even 
if it was a dress shop and I thought it had po- 
tential, I would have given it a shot.” 

Ilis business and others like it are in the 
spotlight this summer in the wake of the Chi- 
cago City Council's decision in July to legal- 
ize firing ranges inside city limits, 'fhat vote 
came on the heels of a Supreme Court ruling 


last year that struck down Chicago's ban on 
handguns, all but ruling a 1982 ordinance un- 
constitutional* While any actual firing ranges 
have yet to open within city limits, the ordi- 
nance paves the way for a facility like several 
that exist in the near suburbs, including Illi- 
nois Gun Works. 

Here, the range is a gritty, empty room with 
10 partitioned shooting positions. A Sio fee 
covers unlimited range time, and targets top 
out at $1, for a color print of Osama bin Laden 
(“always a fun shoot,” Mastrianni said). Guns 
can be rented for $12; ammunition prices vary. 
'Phe effect such a facility might have in Chi- 


cago remains to be seen, but those on all sides 
of the gun debate are sounding off on the pos- 
sibilities* 

“Keep it suburban," Dominique Betts, 24, 
of Kostner, said while shopping for a gun at 
Illinois Gun Works. “I wouldn't feel comfort- 
able knowing there's one right there in the 
'hood*" Chicago's ordinance restricts ranges 
to areas zoned for manufacturing and would 
be required to stay more than i,qoo feet from 
residential areas, schools, parks, liquor stores, 
libraries, museums and hospitals.

TICKETS TO THE GUN SHOW 

Chicago’s Responsible Gun Ownership Ordinance makes it legal to own a handgun or long gun within city limits, but it’s a still a lengthy, potentially expensive process to purchase a firearm. 


Apply for an Illinois 
Firearm Owner’s ID 
(FOID)card 

□ Anyone in the state of Il- 
linois must have this card 
to own a firearm. The applica- 
tion runs a background check, 
costs $io and is supposed to take 
30 days, although the current offi- 
cial estimate for processing time is 
57 days; it can take as long as three 
or four months. 


Complete a five-hour 
firearms training course 
taught by a state- 
certified instructor 

The class requires an hour of 
range time and four hours of 
instruction on the laws and ethics 
of responsible gun ownership. 


Appiy for a Chicago 
Firearm Permit 

The application, which can 
be submitted only at the 
Chicago Police Records Custom- 
er Service Section office at 4770 
S. Kedzie Ave., requires a valid 
FOID card, two passport-size 
photos, a valid driver’s license or 
proof of vision good enough to 
receive one, an affidavit certifying 
completion of the training course 
and a $100 fee. Applicants are fin- 
gerprinted and subjected to an ad- 
ditional background check. 


Buy the firearm 

When purchasing a firearm, 
which typically costs several 
hundred dollars, the purchaser 
must fill out a federal form con- 
firming he or she has no history of 
felonies or mental illness and un- 
dergo a waiting period before re- 
ceiving the firearm purchased. The 
waiting period, 24 hours for a rifle 
or 72 hours for a handgun, serves 
as an opportunity to confirm that 
the purchaser’s FOID card still is 
valid. 


Register the firearm 

The purchaser has five days to 
register the firearm at a Chi- 
cago Police Department station. 
Only one firearm per person may 
be registered in a 30 -day period, 
and the fee is $15. If the purchaser 
fails to register the firearm within 
five days, he or she must resell it 
to a licensed vendor and provide 
proof of the sale. 






a week to shoot at Illinois Gun Works, is en- 
thusiastic about the recreational appeal of 
shooting (the stress relief is “100 percent,” he 
said), and he sees a major divide between the 
gun range clientele and criminals. 

“Most of the crimes are not legit guns,” he 
said. “If you own a gun, everybody’s got your 
picture, you’re in the system— you’re not go- 
ing to go out and commit a crime.” 

The city of Chicago maintains that guns 
are a public safety concern, with a represen- 
tative for the city’s law office saying commu- 
nities with more guns have more homicides, 
more suicides and more firearm accidents. 


The Responsible Gun Ownership Ordinance, 
which passed last summer in response to the 
Supreme Court ruling, attempts to deal with 
the public safety concerns of guns while al- 
lowing possession for purposes of self-de- 
fense, spokeswoman Jennifer Hoyle said. 

“We believe that common sense gun regula- 
tions can enhance public safety,” Hoyle said in 
an email. 

Shooting on the range in Elmwood Park 
requires an Illinois Firearm Owner’s ID or ac- 
companiment by someone who has one, and 
individuals younger than 21 without a card may 
visit the range only with a parent or guardian. 


Buying a gun or ammunition also requires 
a FOID card and, per Elmwood Park ordi- 
nance, anyone from Chicago purchasing a 
gun must present a Chicago Firearm Permit, 
which requires completion of a five-hour 
training course that includes one hour of 
range time at facilities outside the city Under 
the law, concerns that gun ranges could serve 
as de facto ammunition stores are a non-issue, 
says Richard Pearson, executive director of 
the Illinois State Rifle Association. 

‘Anyone who buys ammunition has gone 
through an FBI background check,” he says, 
adding that it’s a state and federal crime to re- 


sell ammunition. It’s Pearson’s opinion that gun 
ranges in Chicago will reduce crime by provid- 
ing a place to practice shooting and by making 
it easier to obtain a CFP “We should make laws 
for the majority of law-abiding people, not peo- 
ple who commit crimes,” Pearson said. 

For Mastrianni, the best common sense 
gun practices have more to do with making 
sure people use guns responsibly 

“If you’re going to buy a gun, you may as 
well learn how to use it,” he says. “The worst 
thing you can do is buy a gun, load it and put it 
under your pillow”

Activists commemorate 
Rainbow Beach wade-in

Nearly 50 years after she was hit in the head with a 
rock while leading an effort to integrate Chicago’s 
Rainbow Beach, Velma Murphy Hill stood there 
again Saturday, speaking with the same fiery convic- 
tion that drove her that steamy summer day 

“I’m sure if we had to do it again, we’d do it again,” 
Murphy Hill told about 200 people who gathered at 
the beach’s fieldhouse for the unveiling of a plaque 
honoring the “wade-ins.” 

A nearly forgotten chapter in civil rights history, the 
early 1960s lakefront protests helped end decades of 
unofficial segregation at many of Chicago’s beaches. 

“No beach, no apartment, no place in this city 
should discriminate against anybody,” Murphy told 
the standing-room-only crowd, which included about 
a dozen people who had joined her in the original pro- 
test. 

Murphy HiU was a 21-year-old NAACP volunteer 
when she organized the wade-in on Aug 28, i960. She 


and a group of other young black people, as well as 
some white activists, spread out blankets, played 
games and swam as dozens of white beach-goers 
stared at them in shock. 

By law, Chicago’s public spaces were open to all 
in i960. But many of the city’s beaches nonethe- 
less remained off-limits to blacks, kept segregated 
through tradition and intimidation. Almost all the 
white beach-goers left soon after Murphy Hill and 
her group arrived. But a mob of young men soon sur- 
rounded them. 

Some in the mob began hurling rocks at the activ- 
ists, with one stone striking Murphy Hill in the head. 
That caused a wound that required 17 stitches and led 
to temporary paralysis. A limp in her walk today is an 
after-effect. 

Despite the violence, the wade-in worked. Similar 
protests were held the next summer— this time with 
police protection— and the longstanding practice of 
beach segregation soon crumbled.

Rapper arrested 
in Ohio flash mob 


CLEVELAND Cleveland rapper Machine Gun 
Kelly was cited with disorderly conduct after 
he was accused of refusing to get down from 
a food court table during a flash mob he orga- 
nized at a suburban mall, police said Sunday 

Police in Strongsville, Ohio, received a tip 
on Saturday of a possible flash mob planned 
for 5 p.m. local time by the rapper, who re- 
cently signed a recording deal with rap mogul 
Sean “P. Diddy” Combs’ music label. 

As the event began, mall management 
asked a group of people including the rap- 
per not to stand on a table located next to a 
second-floor railing, according to a statement 
issued by police. 


The 2 i-year-old rapper, whose real name is 
Richard C. Baker, and two others who failed 
to comply were removed from the mall, police 
said. 

They were charged with misdemeanor dis- 
orderly conduct and released. 

Video footage posted online shows the 
event drew a large crowd. Some chanted 
“MGK! MGK!” as the heavily tattooed rap- 
per tussled with officers. 

“If havin fun with my fans and bringin the 
rage back to my hometown means I have to 
be arrested— then keep pullin the cuffs out,” 
read a message posted on the rapper’s Twitter 
account.

It’s a culinary flash in the pan. Chefs prepare for weeks 
not only to design a menu unlike anything available on 
the Chicago food scene, but also to create an atmosphere 
around that menu. Transformations seemingly occur over- 
night and then disappear before the stoves cool. 

But temporary restaurants, known as pop-ups, appear 
to be a win-win for diners and chefs. Diners can be among 
the few to experience a rising star’s food, while chefs who 
don’t have a restaurant of their own can borrow someone 
else’s kitchen. 

“It’s a way for us to get our name out there and take 
steps into the restaurant business without plunging 
straight into it,” said Chris Reed, chef of The Rice Table, 
an Indonesian catering company that pops up at spots in 
West Town. 

Pop-ups offer something for the host restaurant, too: a 
rental fee (usually a cut of the action) and new traffic. At 
Delicious in River North, for example, having guest chefs 
in to prepare pop-up dinners has turned out to be away to 
boost night business at the pizza and sandwich spot. 

“We’re working with a cross section of everybody in the 
culinary field, and it has been really interesting,” said Kyle 
Ronat, special events manager at Delicious. 

However, not everyone is a fan of the temporary-res- 
taurant trend. 

“Pop-ups in Chicago are kind of a joke,” said Brandon 
Baltzley who recently completed drug rehabilitation after 
resigning his position as executive chef at Tribute. Baltzley 
held his own pop-up dinner Friday in the South Loop: a 
lo -course meal benefiting the Chicago Recovery Alliance. 
He may plan another pop-up depending on how long it 
takes to open Crux, his brick-and-mortar restaurant. 

“There has to be more than just the food. It’s about the- 
atrics and experience,” Baltzley said. He says some profes- 
sional chefs use pop-ups as an opportunity to overcharge 
for existing menu items and amateur chefs use them to get 
attention when they should be finding a job. “It has to be 
something different, not just something to do.”
